It la not necesaary that thta power <b» granted 
by the elate constitution. The right of a gov- 
ernment to take or destroy private property 
lor the public welfare; has been universally 
recognized as one of the Inherent power* of 
sovereignty,! and ha» been exercised by gov- 
ernments from .time immemorial. Article II, 
Section 3» of the Constitution of Wisconsin 
provides: 
"The state or any of itt cities may 


acquire by gift, 
purchase or condemnation, 


lands, for establishing, laying out, widening, 
enlarging, extending and maintaining memo- 
rial grounds, street's, squares, parkways, boule- 
vards, parks, playgrounds, sites for 
ptiblic 


buildings, and reservations' in and about and 
along and leading to any or all of the same; 
and after the establishment, layout, and com- 
pletion of such improvements-, may convey any 
such real estate thus acquired' and not neces- 
sary for such improvements, with reservations 
concerning the future use and occupation 
'of 


such real estate, so as to protect such public 
•works and improvements, and their environi, 
and to preserve the view, appearar.ee, light, atr 
and usefulness of such public works." 
^ 


is that, when land is taken under the power of 
take land outside of the Intended street 
and 


sell the same for the purposes of paying for 
the intended improvement, then it would seem 
that the clause violates the due process clause 
of the Fourteenth Amendment to the federal 
constitution. Section 
I 
of -the Fourteenth 


Amendment provides that no state shall de- 
prive any person of life, liberty or property 
without due process of law. One of'ths essen- 
tial requirements under the due process clause 
is that, whe nla'nd is taken' under the power ot 
eminent domain the land must be taken for a 
public purpose. The tjuestion then arises as to 
whether or not the condemning- of lands not 
necessary .for street purposes, but intended for 
sale to pay for the -widening and extending of 
a street is a. public purpose. This very ques- 
tion arose in a late Massachusetts case where 
it was proposed 
to 
widen 
and 
straighten 


streets in the city of Boston, and to sell or 
lease the land not required for street purposes. 
It was held that land could he taken for street 
purposes but that to take land not required 


j for street purposes would be taking of private 


property for a non-public purpose. The court 
said: "The otily question about which there is 
a possibility of doubt is whether the proposed 
use'of the land outside of the thoroughfare is 
a public use. It is plain that a use of the prop- 
erty to obtain the possible income or profit 
that might inure to the city from the ownership 
and control of it would not 'be a public use. The 
city cannot be authorized to take the property 
of a private owner for such a purpose, nor can 
the city tax its inhabitants to obtain money 
for such a use." 


A few states and cities have been permitted 


to go into business of various natures since a 
public purpose was involved. It would clearly 
seem though, under the various holdings that 
the city of Madison could not go into the real 
estate business by buying and selling land for 
the extension of University avenue. As pre- 
viously stated, it is submitted that land could 
only .be taken for iiecessary street purposes.—
